McDonough Holds 
Iron River Fort. — 


BY CHARLES A. SLOAN. 

Iron River, Mich., Feb. 25.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The “army of invasion” 
brought here by Maj. A. V. Dalrymple 
of Chicago to quell the “whisky re- 
volt ” in northern Michigan has come— 
and gone. The major himself has 
gone; likewise the “600 rounds” of 
ammunition he brought along. 

_ And tonight the old “ home brew” is 
being dug up again from its hiding 
places in the hills. 

Like the third act of an old time 
melodrama, climax after climax devel- 
oped in swift succession today. There 
were tense moments when gun play 
hung on the next word, and there were 
situations farcical in nature. 


Briefly, the situation im Iron county 
as it has developed in the last twenty- 
four hours is this: . 

Maj. Dalrymple, at the head of a 
party of sixteen men and accompanied 
by an “army” of newspaper corre 
spondents and camera men, descended 
on Iron River at midnight last night. 

Immediately he issued a statement . 
declaring he was here “ to vindicate the 
prohibition act, to recover the wine tak-

Wine, and to place under arféét and 
take to Grand Rapids State's Attorney 
McDonough and his assistants, includ- 
ing five deputy sheriffs and two police 
officers.” 
Destroy “ Revolt” Wine. ~ 

At 10 o'clock this morning the major 
and his men went to the basement of 
only t in with a 
lock—in which the eight and one-half 
barrels of wine were stored, and re- 
moved the barrels to a nearby road- 
side. Then they smashed in the heads 
with a sledge hammer and allowed the 
wine to run into a ditch, first taking 
samples from each barrel as evidence. 

At noon Maj. Dalrymple declared he 
would not meet State’s Attorney Mc- 
Donough in conference to discuss the 
situation. 

At 12:30 o’clock McDonough appeared 
in the lobby of the Iron inn, where 
the major and his men are quartered, 
and, as he expressed it, “ bearded the 
lion in his den.” He warned Dalrym- 
ple that if any attempt was made to 
arrest him or any of his assistants or 
to enter any private homes in search of 
liquor he was prepared to arrest and 
jail every member of the federal party. 

Defies Dry Raider. < 

McDonough insisted that Iron county 
was in no way in revolt and defied the 
major to “start something.” 

At 1 o’clock Maj. Dalrymple received 
a telegram notifying him that H. B. 
Gaylord, assistant chief of prohibition 
enforcement, had left Washington for 
Iron River to investigate the entire 
affair and that District Attorney 
Myron Walker of Grand Rapids was 
en route here. 

At 1:15 State’s Attorney McDonough 
was notified that Assistant Attorney 
General E. C. Converse of Michigan 
had started for Iron River.

Old Russian Rule “ Travesty.” 

“For 300 years Russia lived under a 
government which was a travesty,” 
said the president. “In those years 
the strength and greatness of Russia 
was developed by the bones, blood, and 
eweat of the people. 

“For 300 years for the sake of a 

Russia its population existed 
in misery, and if any one lived well he 
waa not of the Russian people. Rev- 
olution burst, and the people discarded 


/ the chains of slavery. 


Oppressors succeeded oppressors and 
instead of freedom there were satraps. 
Commissaries and special tribunals sat- 
urated themselves with the blood of 
the violated fatherland. 

“Then at the extremest corner of 
Russia patriots were aroused, pledging 
their lives to free the people of their 
oppressors. We approached Moscow 
rapidly. Now what do we see? 

‘*Notwithstanding the talent of our 
commander and his brilliant generals, 
we were beaten by some unknown 
sergeants, such as Boodenyi. They 
forced us back to the starting point. 
They forced us to face again the ques- 
tion of a campaign for Russia. We 
must not listen to the voicés to the 

right or left, but face the importan 
fact—our defeat. 
. Strategy and Politics. 

“We deeply appreciate the talent of 
aur ‘chief; we deeply appreciate the 
heroism and self-sacrifices of his gal- 
lant volunteers, but in civil war we 
must take into consideration not only 
strategy but politics and must ac- 
knowledge that civil war is not a war 
eustained by tribal or national institu- 
tions.

TO THE AMERICAN LEGION. 

Tar Tripune knows that this will be an unpop 
ular editorial. There is no pleasure in taking the 
position ft requires, but the considerations ifivoived 
need the attention of the American Legion and 
they ought to be set forth whether they are popular 
or not. 

If the Legion demands a bonus for service from 
congress We think it will be given. There are prob- 
ably more than 3,500,000 service men in the coun- 
try and they are finding organization with common 
purposes for which they will act in common. When 
they do so they Will have great political influence 
and congress will be impressed by it. 

If they press congress for a bonus for each 
month of service for each service man, we think 
they Will get it. In November, 1918, the United 
States had 3,666,000 men in service. The tota) term 
of sérvice had been about eighteen months and the 
avera&e might be taken at ten or twelve months. 
For a rough estimate we may take ten months, 
which, at $50 per month, would make an average 
payment of $500 a man, or $1,832,500,000. If the 
average be taken at twelve months’ service, the 
tetal Will be $2,199,000,000. For purposes of esti- 
mate, the sum can be placed at $2,000,000,000. 

This would require a bond issue, a bonus bond 
issué. Tf it were a 4 per cent issue, the annual 
interest would be $80,000,000, ahd the sinking fund 
requirements for twenty year bonds would be 
$100,000,000 atinually—a new national obligation of 
$180,000,000 atinually. 

We presume that if the bonus is a service bontis 
and nét an invalidity pension, it would include the 
men who did not get to France, as well a& the men 
who @id. Their sefvice Was difforent from the 
A. B. PF. service ana not as dangerous, but it was 
service. They would insist on being included. We 
must reckon on the total number of men in service 
and have done so. 

We believe that wherever there fs a sérvice man 
whose ability to provide for his living and for a 
family was impaired by the war, the nation is un- 
dér obligation to recompense him, te do what it 
can to make up for him what hée caniict do for him- 
eelf. The remedy for the necessary inequities of 
war ought to be found in the equities of the nation. 
These men forth a special group. 

Most of the veterans are uninjured. Their ability 
to p themselves is not impaired. They have 
lost ime and they may have lost civil opportuni- 
ties Of advancement, of makidg monty. This is 
admitted. The nation cahnot wholly recoinpense 
for disa@vantages. It was the nation's mis- 
fortune to get intO war, and when a nation is at 
war its young men must fight it. 

The country is full of opportunities for young 
men and we knoW that now the service men would 
rather be in their own shoes than in the shoes of 
able bodied young mén Who could have gone ahd 
did not and escaped the draft. That is their recom. 
pense and they themselves know best how valuable 
it is. 

Wise Americans are trying to have universa! 
training adopted as a military policy. Congress is 
timid. Advocates of the policy afe told that it ia too 
expensive afd that ft is hot needed because just now 
the Country hes séVeral million trained men who 
could be feaseembied in emergency. Congress looks 
to thé 1918 army to do it again, if it has to be done 
again. | 

Tur does not. Tus Trreunt waits 
obligation placed whefe it belongs, upon 
younger men: If they are trained it will rest 
lightly on them, beeause there will be no danger. 
We might be unjust and foolish enough to rely on

The giants that were in the old days of Chicago 
never dreamed of a lake front all fretted with la- 
goons, drives and recreation places and dotted with 
magnificent buildings. They had no thought of 
thousands of miles of surfaced highways. Their 
great architecture was expressed in six stories. 

This is the era of buildifig. In a few months we 
put up a skyscraper Whose steel ahd brick could 
make a half dozen of the “ bioeks ” of former years. 
The giants of those days built with money counted 
in thousands. We are throwing up vast facades 
costing millions. 
Twenty years ago the Wilson avenue district was 
a dairy farm.

Péatce Kintsing’s book, ‘Long Life and 
How to Attain it,’ I find this statement : 
‘Walking furnishes the best basis of 
comptitation for the amount of exercise 
héeded in ouf daily lives. Oritting de- 
tails, making a straight cut to conclu- 
sions, efiérgy, Khtiman and mechanical, is 
méasiiféd in potinds. A standard 
day’s labor (Parkes) equals the lifting 
of 300 tons to the height of one foot. 
Estimating that a sedentaty man should 
take exéFcise equivalent to one-half of 
this ammount, and placing his weight at 
145 pounds, we find that he ouglit to 
walk about nitie miles daily; since, in 
walking on the level we raise one-twen- 
tieth of thé weight of the body at éach 
step.

E SAN JOSE SCALE 1] 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

San José scale is one of the fruit 
growers’ worst enemies, and is com- 
mon on the branches and téunks of 
trees in the spring. If allowed to re- 
main untreated’ it will kill the trees 
in a.few years. It kills apple trees 
within five years, peach trees in less 
time 


This insect lives on the branches and 
trunk during winter and spreads to the 
leaves and fruit during summer. It 
belongs to the sucking variety and 
multiplies so rapidly entomologists 
have estimated one individual is capa- 
ble of giving rise to a progeny of con- 
siderable over 3,000,000,000 in a single 
year. They spread and a whole or- 
chard is soon infested. , 

The San José scale is hidden under 
scalelike coverings on the s of 
the bark at this season. e@ most 
effective work can be done by spray- 
ing the trees it March, before the

Several kinds of spraying mixtures 
may be. used; miscible oil and lime-* 
sulphur are two that are being used 
satisfactorily by growers. The miscible 
oil, which is an emulsion, is prepared 
especially for combating the San José 
scale and is effective when diluted. Mix 
one part with about fifteen parts water. 


The limé-sulphur solution has been 


depended upon for treatment of the 
scale insects for many years.. When 
the ‘spraying is done along the last 
part of March it is destructive to all 
scale insects. It should be used at the 
rate of one gallon of the concentrated 
solution to nine 7 of water. 


and remember lime-sulphur solution 
will freeze. Windy days should bey 
avoided, so the spraying can be done 
from all sides of the tree. The average 
‘size tree will require about 
nine gallons of the material. The spray’ 
ing may be done any time during
